If  the 
necessity  ever  arises  due  to  the  arrival  of  an  infected  ship  or  a suspected  ship,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  divert  such  vessels  to  Portishead#

In  the  event  of  smallpox  cases  entering  the  Port  of  Chepstow,  instructions 
will  have  to  be  taken  from  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  as  to  the  arrangements  for 
Hospital  accommodation  to  which  smallpox  cases  will  have  to  be  sent,  arrangements  for  the 
transport  of  such  cases  to  that  hospital  and  the  facilities  to  be  made  available  for 
laboratory  diagnosis  of  smallpox®
